He secured a job as a 
waiter in a rostaurant naaad Samel, which was located close 
to the Austrian and Cxschoelovakian border. He worked at, 
and resided in quarters above the rastaurent for approxi- 
mately one year. While working at this restaurant, Lukas 
stated thnt he was arrested by the ‘local Csscboslovakian 
Police on s charge of supplying Ukranian underground forces 
with strategic information relative to troop movements over- 
the bridge on the Danube River. .
